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Board asks for Virgil School artifacts to be part of Crossroads

When Crossroads 
School opens in 
September, the school 
board would like students 


to see some of the historic 
elements from the school 
they left behind incorpo¬ 
rated in the new facility. 

The board wants to 
remove some of the arti¬ 
facts and architectural fea¬ 
tures from the 1872 origi¬ 
nal one-room stone build¬ 
ing on Four Mile Creek 
Road “to provide some 
continuity for the students 
and to commemorate the 
long history” of Virgil 
School. 

Students, teachers and 
parents have said they 
would like the school bell, 
which hangs inside the 
cupola, the weathervane, 
the tin ceiling which is hid¬ 


den above a suspended 
ceiling, and the date stone 
to be part of the new school 
on Niagara Stone Road. 

In January, council 
asked the town’s heritage 
committee to research the 
designation of Virgil Public 
School. That report is in 
the works, but not expect¬ 
ed to be ready for council 
until May or June, planning 
director Stephen Bedford 
said at Monday’s council 
meeting. 

A subcommittee of the 
heritage committee toured 
the school last month and 
members have suggested 
the tin ceiling, bell and 
weathervane, along with 


the older coat hooks and 
some of the wainscotting, 
could be removed and 
reinstalled at Crossroads. 

The date stone is a little 
more difficult—it identifies 
the stone portion of the 
building as a school in 
School Section No. 8 and 
indicates there has been a 
school on that site in Virgil 
for 139 years. 

“Such date stones are 
rare,” the heritage commit¬ 
tee report says. 

The committee recom¬ 
mends that if the date 
stone can be removed 
without damage it can be 
installed at the new 
school—otherwise a repli¬ 


ca should be designed and 
used in its place. 

"This will ensure that 
the date stone is conserved 
no matter what the out¬ 
come of the designation 
process,” the report says. 

Two councillors voted 
against referring the her¬ 
itage committee report to 
the planning department. 

Councillors Martin 
Mazza and Jamie King said 
the request was prema¬ 
ture—that the board 
should be asked to wait 
until the designation 
process has been complet¬ 
ed.

The board has agreed to 
abide by the recommenda¬ 
tions of the heritage com¬ 
mittee, Bedford said, 
reminding council that the 
school board still owns the 
building and doesn’t need 
the ti 


itage designation, the board 
would likely have applied 
for a permit to move the 
items, and the municipal 
heritage committee’s 
response might have been 
the same, he said. 

“I wish we’d acted sooner 
to investigate designation,” 
said Mazza, who on his first 
attempt to introduce a 
motion to start the process 
was cut off on a point of pro¬ 



cedure that delayed his 
motion. 

“Now we’re sitting here 
watching things being 
removed and we're power¬ 
less. I’m not happy with this 
but I don't know what we 
can do about it” 

He suggested asking the 
school board not to remove 
any thing until 
council has made 
a decision about 
designation. 

King agreed 
with Mazza, say¬ 
ing it was prema¬ 
ture to be granti¬ 
ng the removal of 
artifacts while the 
town is still inves- 


The municipal heritage 
committee recommenda¬ 
tions and council discus¬ 
sion will be incorporated in 
a planning report on the 
future of die artifacts and 
the Virgil school building.

The lawn bowlers not 
only have a great surface— 
and an expensive one, but 
that is easy to maintain— 
they have the wrought iron 
gate from their historic 
Regent Street green to 
remind them of the club’s 
beginnings, says Rive. 

The lounge has comfy 
chairs just waiting for sen¬ 
iors to sink into. The youth 
room looks pretty bare— 
purposely. The town is plan¬ 
ning on consulting with a 
yet-to-be-established youth 
committee about what 
would be appropriate for 
that room. 

And the nursery school 
room has litde cubbies ready 
for the many pairs of shoes 
toddlers will store there over 
the coming years, on their 
way to growing up in a small 
town that has an amazing 
facility for them to enjoy. 

The banquet room looks 
functional but at the same 
time welcoming and elegant, 
thanks mostly to designer 
Wendy Edwards, whose 
expertise helped meet the 
challenge of having one 


room that could do double 
duty, hosting aerobic classes 
and badminton games by 
day and sophisticated wed¬ 
ding receptions in the 
evening. 

Her finishing touches can 
be seen throughout the facil¬ 
ity, turning what could have 
been a utilitarian building 
into a warm, stylish and 
tasteful space that’s also 
friendly and hospitable. 

The multi-purpose ban¬ 
quet room was one of the 
biggest challenges of the 
design, says architect John 
Knox of the Chamberlain 
Group, which also managed 
the construction project. 

The parquet floor—with 
subtle sports lines that blend 
into the design—and the 
tiling and panels on the 
walls, instead of the more 
common concrete block, 
have helped to “bump it up a 
notch” for receptions, while 
still allowing some of the 
activities that would be 
expected in a gymnasium, 
he said. 

Also involved in the 
design of the library and fire- 
hall, Knox refers to the 
Anderson Lane 22-acre 


property as a campus. The 
first two buildings set the 
standard, he said, and it was 
important that the commu¬ 
nity centre fit in without 
overshadowing the property 
simply because of its size, 
while allowing the library to 
keep its own identity. 

The facility, he said, is “a 
milestone building for the 
town, a major investment. It 
was important to get it right. 
You don’t get another 
chance five years down the 
road. We worked very hard 
to get it right, and I think we 
did." 

Having one company do 
the design and build, with 
the town overseeing the 
project, was a good process, 
Rive says—one he would 
recommend. 

It allowed for appropriate 
changes to be made on the 
spot as the work progressed, 
and if one area went over 
budget, there would be 
another that came in under 
expected costs to balance 

There were no major set¬ 
backs, no unpleasant sur¬ 
prises, no difficulties getting 
supplies—the work pro¬ 


gressed smoothly through¬ 
out, says Rive. Even the 
weather through the winter 
of 2009-2010 co-operated as 
construction got underway. 

As the project nears com¬ 
pletion, Rive says he has 
enjoyed the challenge, and 
the hands-on involvement 
that has taken him away 


from the daily routine of his 
work with the town. 

“It’s added a lot of stress, 
but I've enjoyed watching it 
all come together. It’s excit¬ 
ing—it takes you away from 
the mundane. There have 
been lots of decisions that 
had to be made, some of 
them under pressure of time, 


and you just have to do what 
seems best at the time and 
hope they are the right deci- 

Is he nervous about the 
public reaction Saturday? 

“I’m more excited than 
nervous. I think it’s going to 
be a positive reaction and a 
great day."

First 100 days of council productive 


f | This week, in his address to council, 
I Lord Mayor Dave Eke spoke of 
some of the accomplishments of 
the first 100 days of our new council. 

He said he is pleased with the council— 
both incumbents and newcomers—and 
with town staff. It has definitely not been, 
as he promised it would not be, "business 
as usual” at the town hall. 

"If you always do as you always did, you 
will always get what you always got,” was 
his explanation. 

There has been good news from this 
council and staff. Town taxes are down 5.5 
per cent, with a 2.5 per cent increase for 
town employees. Staff produced a budget 
that was not only responsible but easy to 
understand. 

"The way we do business is changing,” 
said the mayor. 

The process outlined by our chief 
administrative officer for the town dock 
lease is a good example. We may end up 
with the same tenants, but the road to that 


destination will be quite different—more 
accountable, finally transparent 

The planning department is trying to 
overcome a perception of NOTL as a diffi¬ 
cult place to do business. 

There is help on the horizon for 
Niagara-on-the-Green residents with 
problems created by student rentals, and 
some nudging of Niagara College to be 
part of the solution. 

Council has agreed to facilitate discus¬ 
sions about Parks Canada's Lakeshore 
Road property, with a goal of finding a 
way to open it to the public. 

There is money put aside for the 1812 
bicentennial celebration committee. And 
not at taxpayers’ expense. 

We have town council and staff deter¬ 
mined to push the region for inter-munic¬ 
ipal transit for NOTL residents. 

That’s a lot of substance in just 100 
days, and bodes well for the future. Kudos 
to those who have helped to make it hap-

The library that Robert 
Addison brought with him 
from Britain in the eigh¬ 
teenth century contains a 
number of books of ser¬ 
mons such as “a sermon 
preached February 10th 
1677” or "a sermon 
preached at the funeral of 
the Lady Elizabeth 
Alston.” 

These were intended as 
proper reading material 
for a clergyman living in 
early Ontario where he 
had litde or no opportuni¬ 
ty of hearing another 
inspirational speaker. 

In the margin of one of 
the volumes of sermons, a 
rector of St. Mark’s, 100 
years after Addison, con¬ 


fessed in writing that he 
had preached two of the 
sermons from that book. 
He had to cut them down, 
because people of his 
generation did not want to 
sit and listen to a sermon 
of such length. 

He had to modify the 
200-year-old sermon 
somewhat to suit the lan¬ 
guage and interests of a 
later generation. But he 
confessed to having 
preached someone else’s 
sermons taken from that 

He confessed his plagia¬ 
rism in the margin of the 
work from which he quot¬ 
ed. He may have included 
his transgression in his 
general confession. It is 
doubtful, however, if he 
confessed it to the congre¬ 
gation that was sitting lis¬ 
tening to him preach. 

Hopefully they found 
the sermon thought pro¬ 
voking and inspirational.

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Local couple win Ontario’s young farmer of the year award

award. 


A Niagara-on-the-Lake 
couple have been named 
Ontario's outstanding young 
farmers of the year, chosen 
from a group of six provincial 
finalists that exemplify and 
demonstrate innovation and 
progress in agriculture. 

Wes and Briar Wiens, 
nominated by the Grape 
Growers of Ontario, attend¬ 
ed an awards ceremony held 
in Ajax recently, where each 
finalist gave a presentation 
about their business to the 
judging committee and 
about 200 people at the 


Wiens says he was proud 
to be nominated for the 
award—and winning it was a 
huge honour. 

He grew up working in first 
his grandfather’s NOTL vine¬ 
yards, then alongside his 
father and uncle. He has 
done everything from hoe¬ 
ing weeds to helping with 
the grape harvest, he says. 
Now he has gone back to the 
beginning of the grape cycle, 
grafting and selling grape 
vines to growers across the 
country. 

About eight years ago he 
and his wife decided to buy 
an existing operation, 
Gemmrich Nursery on Line 
5. The previous owner, 
Martin Gemmrich, stayed on 
as a mentor for a couple of 
years, but since then, Wiens 
has applied his knowledge of 
modern technology to an 
industry steeped in tradi- 

It’s his industry-leading 
that helped win 


“Any business owner that 
is going to have success has 
to look at all the tools at your 
disposal and apply them to 
their industry. One of those 
tools is new technology," 
says Wiens. 

The last eight years have 
been quite a journey, he 
says, beginning with learn¬ 
ing the business. Keeping up 
with changing government 
regulations came next, and 
then the Ontario market 
took a bit of a nose dive—not 
just in agriculture but in 
most industries. That forced 
him to focus on out-of- 
province sales, which gave 
him an opportunity to attract 
new markets, first in BC, now 
in the eastern provinces, and 
to increase his market share 
to about 60 per cent—all the 
while using research and 
technology at their Line 5 
nursery to raise the quality of 
the product. 

And it has worked—the 
nursery grafted more than 
1.4 million vines last year, 



almost doubling the number 
from 800,000 in 2006. 

They also provide services 
such as potted vines, custom 
grafting and brokering 
imported vines. 

Wes, 34, and Briar, 33, are 
proud parents of four aged 
from just 15 months to eight 
years old, so Briar’s role is of 
necessity mostly one of sup¬ 
port. But although she may 
not have much free time to 
spend at the nursery, “we’re 
in this together, whether 
she's here everyday or not,” 
says Wes. 

There is some travelling 
involved to more established 
wine regions around the 
world in the name of 
research, and fortunately 
they are able to do most of 
that together, he says.

A small St. Davids win¬ 
ery, where the winemaker 
does everything from 
pruning grapes to slap¬ 
ping labels on bottles to 
selling them from the 


family barn, can now 
boast of two Cuvee award¬ 
winning vintages. 

Howard and Wilma 
Lowrey run the grape¬ 
growing operation, and 
Wilma looks after the 
marketing and book¬ 
keeping. 

But it's due to their son 
Wesley that they have 
Five Rows Craft Wine, 
never mind the two Cuvee 
awards. 

Wes, at 35 the fifth gen¬ 
eration to work in the 
Lowrey vineyards—hence 
the name Five Rows—is 
the winemaker. In the 
summer of 2001, after 
working for Creekside

To understand his affin¬ 
ity to the grapes and the 
land that produces them, 
read Wesley's blog about 
the riesling vines, planted 
at the urging of his moth- 
er-in-law. Despite being 
planted during a particu¬ 
larly dry season, the vines 
flourished, but his moth- 
er-in-law lost her battle 
with cancer before she 
could sample the results 
of the grapes she had 


encouraged him to plant. 

His blog tells the story 
of a winemaker with a 
passion for his craft, an 
affinity with the land and 
an appreciation of the 
family history that has 
brought him to this point. 

Now, if they could only 
have a sign to point the 
way to their winery— 
although with two Cuvee 
awards attesting to the 
quality of Five Rows 
wines, it seems likely peo¬ 
ple will find their way.

A Niagara-on-the-Lake 
teen tennis champ has some 
big events ahead other, and 
a loyal home town following 
rooting for her success. 

Charlotte Petrick, a 14- 
year-old Parliament Oak 
eighth grader, is the top- 
ranked female tennis player 
in Ontario and second in 
Canada in her age group.

Her life has changed 
recently, she says for the 
better, although balancing 
all the demands on her time 
is a real juggling act. 

Her parents had been 
home-schooling Charlotte 
and her younger brother, 


but when they moved to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake from 
Oakville, they decided to try 
Parliament Oak—the school 
her dad, a NOTL native, 
attended as a child. 

She loves it—her parents 
were much more demand¬ 
ing as teachers, she says— 
and she has made some new 

But there isn’t much time 
for a social life when you are 
training three to four hours a 
day and spending most 
weekends at tournaments. 

She only attends school 
for half a day to allow for 
afternoons at White Oaks, 
and she still goes to bed ear¬ 
lier than kids much younger 
than her, she says. 

But she wouldn’t give it 
up for anything. She feels 
incredibly fortunate, and 
appreciative of her parents, 
that she is able to follow her 

“A lot of kids don't get that 
opportunity,” she says. 

Her earliest memories 
involve tennis racquets. 


Her parents met, courted 
and married on a tennis 
court, and when Charlotte 
was bom, she spent hours 
comfortably snoozing in a 
stroller while they played. 

She thinks she was two or 
three when she and her 
mom started hitting balls in 
the living room, using the 
couch as a net, and she has¬ 
n’t looked back. 

She loves the competi¬ 
tion, she loves the people 
she meets and the friends 
she makes, the views of 
incredible landscapes from 
hotel windows in places like 
Guatemala, and she thrives 
on the success she has 

"My parents always gave 
me the option to have a 
social life," she says. 

"I chose the competitive 
option. I’ve worked really 
hard to get where I am. I 
would probably still keep at 
it even without the success 
I’ve had, but for sure it helps 
me to know I’ve made the 
right decision.”
